Chorus  To  Perform  During  Holidays 


Mr.  Martin  Bittick,  director 
of  choral  activities  at  Georgia 
College  would  like  to  invite 
everyone  to  the  Winter  concert 
to  be  held  Monday,  March  8, 
1971,  in  Russell  Auditorium.  It 
will  begin  at  8:00  p.m.  and  the 
admission  is  free. 

The  Women’s  Chorale,  a 
group  of  approximately  40 
people,  will  perform  Ben¬ 
jamin’s  Britten’s  Missa  BreviB 
in  D  and  Gordan  Jacob’s  A 
Goodly  Heritage. 

The  mixed  chorus  of  65  voices 
will  perform  some  of  the 
literature  that  they  will  present 


on  their  Spring  Tour.  The 
selections  range  from  a  Motet 
by  Brahms  to  such  pieces  as  I’ll 
never  Fall  in  Love  Again  or  Do 
You  Know  the  way  to  San  Jose 
by  Burt  Bacharach. 

Both  groups  have  worked 
hard  for  these  concerts.  Mr. 
Bittick  should  be  congratulated 
for  his  work  with  the  music 
department.  This  is  his  first 
year  at  Georgia  College.  He 
came  here  from  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi,  one  of  the  cities 
where  the  mixed  chorus  will 
perform  a  concert. 

The  tour  begins  March  16, 


1971,  when  the  choir  leaves  at 
12:00  noon  from  the  G.C. 
campus.  There  will  be  70 
students  traveling  on  two  buses. 
They  will  tour  in  Georgia, 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  and 
Louisiana.  The  main  concerts 
will  be  presented  in  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Concerts  will  be  performed  by 
the  group  to  audiences  ranging 
from  150  people  to  2000  people. 
Approximately  seven  concerts 
will  be  given  during  the  week. 
The  group  will  arrive  back  on 
campus  Tuesday  March  23, 
1971. 


The  biology  department  of 
Georgia  College  has  been 
awarded  a  $7,800  grant  under 
the  National  Science  Foun¬ 
dation’s  Under  graduate 
Research  Participation 
Program. 

Department  chairman  David 
J.  Cotter  said  the  funds  will  be 
used  to  support  and  equip  a 
special  ten-week  research 
project  for  six  undergraduate 
biology  majors.  The  project  is 
scheduled  to  begin  June  8  and 
end  August  15. 

During  the  ten  weeks;  Cotter 
said,  the  students  selected  for 
the  program  will  work  on  in¬ 
dividual  research  of  their  own 
design  and  planning.  They  will 
be  advised  by  members  of  the 
biology  faculty  and  will  receive 
a  stipend  of  $60  per  week  for  the 
duration  of  the  project,  he 
continued. 

Cotter  said  participate  will 
be  selected  on  the  basis  of  the 
biology  faculty’s  evaluation  of 
research  proposals  submitted 
by  interested  students.  The 
projects  may  deal  with  any  area 
in  the  field  of  biology. 

He  noted  that  the  program  is 
not  limited  to  Georgia  College 
students,  but  is  also  open  to 
students  at  other  colleges  in  the 
central  Geoergia  area. 

Cotter  listed  requirements  for 
participation  as  a  high 


academic  average,  at  least  50 
quarter  hours  of  science 
courses,  and  a  recommendation 
from  the  science  advisors  of 
students  attending  colleges 
other  than  Georgia  College. 

A  deadline  of  March  5  has 
been  set  for  the  submission  of 
research  proposals. 

The  biologist  stressed  that 
students  taking  part  in  the 
program  will  be  carrying  out 
their  own  research  and  not 
merely  serving  as  technicians 
for  faculty  researchers.  He  said 
participants  will  be  encouraged 
to  submit  their  findings  to 
academic  journals  for 
publication. 

This  is  the  third  such  grant 
awarded  to  the  GC  biology 
department  and  the  only  grant 
of  its  kind  made  in  the  field  of 
biology  in  the  state  this  year, 
Cotter  said* 

Five  students  took  part  in  an 
identical  project  last  year. 
Earlier,  two  GC  students 
carried  out  research  at  the 
Savannah  River  Ecology 
Laboratory  under  the  auspices 
of  NSF. 

Cotter  said  the  purpose  of  the 
program  is  to  encourage 
talented  students  to  attend 
graduate  school  by  giving  them 
the  opportunity  for  first-hand 
experience  with  independent 
scientific  research.

The  faculty  advisors  and  the 
Editor  of  the  Colonnade  wish  to 
establish  a  sub-committee  of 
the  Publications  Committee  of 
Georgia  College  that  would 
function  in  the  capacity  of 
publisher  of  the  Colonnade  and 
which  would  have  the  title  of  the 
Publication  Board  for  the 
Colonnade.  This  recom¬ 
mendation  is  in  line  with  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Com¬ 
mission  on  the  Student  Press 
appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  University  of  California  and 
published  by  the  American 
Council  on  Education. 

We  propose  that  this 
Publication  Board  consist  of 
the  Comptroller,  the  Director  of 
Public  Relations,  two  faculty 
advisors  nominated  by  the 
Colonnade  staff  and  approved 
by  the  President  of  Georgia 
College.Business  Manager  and 
two  students  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Colonnade  staff 
nominated  by  the  CGA 
President  and  approved  by  the 


Student  Senate.  The  Editor  of 
the  Colonnade  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Publication 
Board  and  may  vote  in  case  of  a 
tie  vote.  Four  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  In  the 
Editor’s  absence  the 
Publication  Board  shall  select  a 
temporary  chairman  from 
among  its  members. 

The  functions  of  the 
Publication  Board  shall  be: 

(1)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  function  as  publisher  of 
the  Colonnade. 

(2)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  meet  regularly  to  give  a 
continuing  critique  of  the 
newspaper’s  performance. 

(3)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  provide  student  editors 
with  insulation  against 
pressures  from  student  politics, 
the  administration,  and  faculty. 

(4)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  sponsor  journalistic 
seminars  and  other  attractions 
sufficient  to  assure  adequate 
manpower.

(5)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  make  reccvnmendations  to 
the  Publications  Committee  on 
the  financial  operations  of  the 
newspaper,  including  the 
budget. 

(6)  The  Publication  Board 
shall  have  no  authority  to 
exercise  prior  censorship  nor 
may  it  infringe  on  the  editorial 
freedom  of  the  Colonnade  staff. 

(7)  In  the  absence  of  two 
students  who  qualify  as  can¬ 
didates  for  Editor  of  the 
Colonnade,  the  Publication 
Board  shall  recommend  that 
the  Publication  Committee  open 
nominations  to  allow 
unqualified  students  to  petition 
for  candidacy. 

The  Publication  Board  shall 
hold  regular  meetings  once  a 
month,  and  special  meetings  at 
the  call  of  any  member  or  the 
Editor  of  the  Colonnade.  The 
time  and  place  of  the  Board 
meeting  shall  be  named  by  the 
person  who  calls  it.
